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Were Flying About Him 


Alfonso Urged His Oompanions To 
Be Calm, Assuring Them That 
His Only Concern Was the 
Agony the Affair Would 
Cause His Mother. 


Paris, June |.—King Alfonso today con- 
tinued to enjoy the festivities which 
France had prepared in his honor, appar- 
ently undismayed by the anarchistic at. 
tempt on his life while on his way with 
President Lonbet from the gala perform- 
ance at the opera last night. Aecompa- 
nied by President Louwbet the king left 
Paris for the camp Chalon Sur Marn-, 
where they reviewed the troops of the 
Sixth army corps. Everywhere he was 
the recipient of tremendoys ovations, 

A semi-official version of the explosion 
given out today increases the gravity of 
the affair and shows the narrowness of 
the escape of both King Alfonso and 
President Loubet. The left panel of 
the carriage, which was the side M. 
Loubet occupied, has five perforations. 
A footman named Victor, who was sit- 
ting on the left Mide of the vehicle, re- 
ceived a splinter in the thigh, and 
both horses of the carriage were in- 
jured. The horse of one of the guards, 
belonging to the escort, received the full 
force of the bomb, thus averting it from 
the two rulers. 

The king noticing a momentary confus- 
ion among the escort calmed them by 
saying: ‘“steassure yourselves, gentie- 
men. This is nothing.’’ Then turning | 
to the’ frightened crowd said, ‘Calm 
yourselves, this is nothing.” 

Afterward the king told the president 
that this was his fourth providential es- 
cape from an attempt on his life. He 
said his only concern was the aigony 
it must have caused his mother. The 
Suspects.arrested immediately after the 
explosion were further interrogated to- 
day, and the police announced that sus- 
picion appeared to attach to a young 
man named Alsene Arnould, who is held 
on the evidence of a woman, who al- 
leges that she noticed him lighting a 
supposed fuse. The woman algo was 
held, Shortly after King Alfonso passed 
last night another bomb was found in 
the Rue de Rivoli, near the spot where 
the explosion occurred. This bomb con- 
tained dangerous explosives. 

The wounded now reach fifteen, in- 
cluding a member of the (Mexican cham- 
ber of deputies, who was struck in the 
groin while standing at a hotel window. 
The police believe that the band of 
Spanish anarchists ‘arrested here May 
28 were engaged in the plot. One mem- 
ber of the band escaped, and is believed 
to be the real perpetrator of last night's 
outrage. The police say the bomb. was 
of Spanish manufacture and identical 
with those used at Barcelona.

Committeemen Endeavor To Make the 
General Ordinance More Uni- 
form Than Formerly—Cem- 
etery Committee Favors 
Oldkiriow Ordinance. 


The writing of the general tax ordi- 
nance fof the year beginning July 1}, 
1¢05, and ending with July |, 1906, 
was completeq yesterday afternoon by 
council’s committee on tax, of whieh Al- 
cerman Joseph Hirsch is chairman, and 
it will be read the first time during 
the meeting of the general council next 


Monday afternoon. The ordinance 1s 
an unusually fine document, and rep- 
resents hard and intelligent Work, gys- 
tematically applicd by the members of 
the committee. 

The committee is composed of Alder- 
men Hirsch, Holland, McEachern, Mayor 
Pro Tem. Harwell and Gouncilman Bow- 
€n. 

The ordinance provides, among other 
tLings, that livery, sale or feed sta- 
bies and milk depots can not be operated 
in residencé sections of Atlanta, unless 
application be first made to “the mayor 
and general council, the application to 
be signed by the owners of the adpoin- 
ing property. A similar provision is 
made regarding skating or walking rinks, 
with the exception that it is not neces- 
sary to have such applications signed 
by owners of contiguous property. 

Following are some of the changes 
and additions made in the reguar sched- 
ule of the tax ordinance:

Commissioner O. B. Stevens, of the 
department of agriculture, predicts a big 
slump in the yield ‘of cotton In Georgia 
as compared with last year, which he 
attributes quité as much to providential 
causes as to the reduction iin the acre- 
age. 

“If the present unfavorable weather 


labor, continue,’”’ Commissioner ‘Stevens 
Said yesterday, “Georgia will not make 
more than |!,000,000 bales’ of cotton this 
year. Even with the most favorable 
weather conditions from now on through.

of 1904. The indications are, as I see 
them, that there wil] be about a 26 per 
cent reduction in the yield in this state;

P. Shotter Company, the Paterson-Down- 
ing Company, the Antwerp Naval Stores 
Company and James Farie, known as thé 
“big four,”’ have had the export busi- 
ness all their own way, but tNe advent 
of a@ mutual concern is expected to exert 
a powerful influence. There are many 
subscribers to the stock of the new con- 
cern and its formative meetings were 
largely attended.

Columbus Primary Industrial 
School Has Unique 
Feature, 


Columbus, Ga, June |.—(Special.)—The 
feature of the closing exercises of the 
Primary industrial school next Wednes- 
Gay night will be the dedication of the 
work shop at that echool. This was 
formerly simply an outbuilding in the 
yard, used ag a stable and as a servants’ 
house, and ft was converted into an up 
to date workshop with money raised by 
the puplis and the parents of the chil- 
Gren. It is divided into three compart- 
ments, where carpentry, basketry and 
clay modeling are taught. 

The incident wel] illustrates the charac- 
ter of the work being done at this insti- 
tution, which ig peculiar among the edu. 
cational institutions of the south. A 
portion of the money was raised from 
the sale of the baskets made by the pu- 
pills, all of whom are children of the 
city’s working people. Tourists while in 
Columbus almost invariably visit the 
Primary indhstrial schoo] as one of the 
Principal points of interest in ‘the city, 
and many of them bought baskets as 
mementoes of their trip. The children 
grew vegetables and sold them, and both 
they amd their parents gave eniertain- 
ments, the proceeds of which went to 
tide fund. There wWl probably be a large 
attendance of the fathers and mothers 
of the puplis at the dedicatory exercises,

‘Supreme Court Justice Re- 
sponds to Toast ‘My Old 
Kentucky Home.”’

Togo and Nelson. 

It suits our national pride to refer 
to Togo as the Dewey. of the Orient. 
Judged by the importance of his 
achievement in its effect upon world 
history, Togo must, however, take 
higher rank than any American ad- 
miral. Not only has he been victo- 
rious in the first naval battle of mod- 
ern times in which the opposing fleets 
were theoretically equal in strength, 
but the character of his victory is 
marvelous. 

Dewey at Manila and Schley at San- 
tiago had fleets greatly superior to the 
Spanish. The Japanese, who had the 
honor of winning the first battle in 
which modern warships were engaged, 
far outclassed the Chinese in the bat- 
tle of the Yalu. At Port Arthur there 
was no pitched battle between the Rus- 
Sian and Japanese fleets. But in the 
Korea strait and the Japan sea the two 
forces were, in number of ships and 
in armament, relatively equal. 

It is too early to discuss the naval 
lessons to be learned from this last 
‘great conflict, in which the Russian 
fleet was annihilated and with prac- 
tically no loss to the victors. When 
the official reports from both -sides 
are available the naval experts will 
be able to give to each branch of the 
service the credit belonging to it; 
then, and not until then, can be de- 
termined .the relative value in actual 
warfare of battle ships, cruisers and 
torpedo boats. Then, and not until 
then, can it be known whether the 
defeat of the Russians was due to any 
inherent weaknesses in their fleet, or 
whether, as so many of us are inclined 
to believe, the Japanese victory was 
due to superiority of personne! rather 
than superiority of fighting machin- 
ery. 

Of great importance, doubtless, will 


}be the lessons to be learned from the 


sea fight when studied from what 
might be called the scientific stand- 
point; but of infinitely greater import- 
ance—of immeasurable importance in 
its effect upon world history—is the 
victory itself. 

It is certainly true that no other 
naval battle in centuries, save that 
off Cape Trafalgar—perhaps none 
Other in the history of the world—is 
of as great importance in its effect 
upon the affairs of the world at large 
as this victory of the Japanese. Not 
only does it preserve the nationality 
of Japan and her supreme command 
of Asiatic waters, but it wiped out 
the last vestige of Russia’s naval 
power. If, as has been claimed by 
other nations, the equilibrium of Eu- 
rope and England’s possession of India 
have been menaced by the increasing 
strength of Russia upon the sea, then 
has Togo removed that menace as ef- 
fectually as Nelson’s victory at Trafal- 
gar over the combined French and 
Spanish ships eliminated the possibil- 
ity of Napoleonic command of Eu- 
ropean waters. 

With the Japanese admiral and the 
gallant men under him the one 
thought was, of course, the preserva- 
tion of Japanese nationality. Japan 
has looked upon this war as involving 
not merely her progress, but her very 
existence as a nation. Togo’s victory 
settied all doubt of the outcome of 
this war: it has settled, practically, 
all question of Russia longer remain- 
ing a power in Asia. But its effect is 
bound to be even more far-reaching. 
Even if it should not precipitate an 
internal revolution in Russia, over- 
throwing the present dynasty, it will 
undoubtedly bring important changes 
in the administration of the czar’s 
empire. And it will prove a powerful] 
factor in the preservation of the peace 
of Europe, being, as it was, the blow 
that crushed the whole fabric of Rus- 
sian |

This bill will be introduced at the

The Augusta ad- 
vocates of single election reform be- 
lieve all of this, or much of it, repre- 
sents unnecessary expense, 
people of the entire state will agree 
with them that all such wumnecessary 
expense should be cut off. 

The judgment of the people upon 
this subject has been made pretty 
clear by their attitude toward the pri- 
mary elections. There was a time, 
not so very long ago, when the date 
of holding the primaries was left to 
the whim of the various county com- 
mittees. We all recollect state cam- 
paigns in which the primaries ex- 
tended over a period of several 
months; then there would be county 
primaries at other dates and city pri- 
maries at stil] other dates, much to 
the inconvenience of the people. The 
condition called for change, and the 
change came. It is now party law, as 
fixed as if embodied in the statutes 
of Georgia,-that in state campaigns 
the primary must be held in all coun- 
ties on the same day. So far as prac- 
ticable it has been provided that the 
nominees for county and other offices 
shall be named in the same primary. 

This has worked to the entire satis- 
faction of the people as a whole. 
The same principle should dictate that, 
so far as practicable, all the elections 
should be held on the same day. Not 
only would the cost to the counties 
and municipalities be materially re- 
duced, but the convenience of the peo- 
ple would be far better served than 
wnder a system of procedure which 
involves more frequent election con- 
tests. 

It is pretty safe to say that the leg- 
islature, when it meets, will give se- 
rious consideration to the movement 
started by the Augusta council,

ney Hart Is Now In- 
vestigating. 
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Attorney General John C. Hart is jus’ 
now engaged in investigating the inter- 
esting question as to whether the bound- 
ary line between Habersham county, 
Georgia, and Oconee county South Caro- 
lina, is In the middle of the Tugalo river 
or at low water mark on the South 
Carolina side. 

All of which was brought about as the 
result of the purchase by Louis B. Magid, 
who is conducting a silk farm at Tal- 
lulah Falls of 68 acres of land including, 
as he holds, the entire bed of the Tugalo 
river which he proposes to dam. for the 
Purpose of acquiring water power to oper- 
ate a silk factory. 

A man by the name of BDilard bought 
the land on,the South Carolina sfde aa- 
jacent to the river, it is said, for $500, 
and he claims the boundary line between 
the two states is midstream instead of 
low water mark on the South Carolina 
side. Acting on this claim, he proposes 
to prevent Mr. Magid from damming the 
river unless he pays him $20,000 for his 
land, 

Mr. Magid has taken up the question 
with Governor Terrell and Attorney Gen- 
eral Hart for the purpose of ascertaining 
just what is the true boundary line be- 
tween the two states, for on this depends 
the probable fate of the silk mill, or at 
least the question of additional heavy ex- 
pense in constructing it. 

In looking into the matter Attorney 
General Hart has gone back to the treaty 
of Beaufort, entered into between Geor- 
gia and South Carolina in 1787. He has 
discovered an act of the legislature con- 
firming the findings of the commission- 
ers appointed, but has not yet discovered 
any record of what the commissioners 
did. He has discovered however, that all 
of the islands in this and the Savannah 
river were given to Georgia, which would 
seem to indicate that the boundary agreed 
on was at low water mark on the South 
Carolina side rather than in midstream. 


MORE FAIR WEATHER TODAY. 


Sunshine Proves Just the Right 
Material for All Farming 
Interests. 

Again fair weather with slowly rising 

temperatufe is promised for today. 

As this same forecast holds good for 
the state, the continued sunshine means 
much for the best interests of Georgia, as 
the reports from all parts of the state are 

' to the effect that sunshine is just the 
thing needed for the killing of the grass 
which has grown rapidly on account of 
the wet and rains of May. 

This choking of the cotton and corn by 
rank foreign growth has caused con- 
siderable apprehension on the part of 
farmers and together with the lack of 
labor for the cultivation at a time when 
it is most urgently needed will reduce the 
cotton crop to a very considerable ex- 
tent. 

While the daily forecasts do not look 
ahead more than thirty-six to forty-eight 
hours, the weather map has nothing to 
show in the way of storms and as plenty 
of sunshine ts the normal condition as 
shown In the records for June, the prom- 
ises are all for just the kind of weather 
the farmers want. With this condition 
labor is being searched for on every side 
and complaints are made that it cannot 
be secured even with prices of $! and 
$1.25 a day and board. 

Yesterday's weather was ideal and the 
trolleys were crowded with passengers 
hurrying to the several parks in the citg. 
The downtown shopping @4istricts were 
also crowded and the sunshine seemed to 
be just the right sort of a propositign 
for the people of the city as well as those 
of the country. 

According to yesterday’s weather map 
clear weather prevaiied except at a few 
very seattered stations and very little 
rain was reported anywhere. The area of 
high pressure that was central over Kan- 
gas and Missouri has moved slowly east- 
ward and now extends over east Ten- 
nessee and the Ohio valley. This ad- 
vance has caused cooler weather in most 
of the stations in the eastern part of the 
cotton belt and the Atlantic coast.

Much Depends on Weather Condi-| 
tions—Present Indications All 
Point to Big Profits from 
This Year’s Crop—What 
Mr. Hale Says. 


“According to my estimates, this year’s 
peach crop fs not likely to run over 50 
per cent of that of last year. I know the 
reports sent in by individual growers in- 
dicate a somewhat larger shipment, but 
my investigations lead me to believe 
that Georgia will sénd out not over 
2,500 cars, as against nearly 5,000 last 
year. However, I am sure such a crop 
this year will, under prevailing condi- 
tions, net the growers more money than 
they got last year.’’ 

The speaker was Mr. J. M. Hale, the 
owner of the largest single piece of 
peach-growing property in the world. 
Mr. Hale passed through Atlanta yeaster- 
day on his way to his home in Connecti- 
cut. He has spent some time at Fort 
Valley, where the properties of the Hale 
Georgta Orchard Company, of which he 
is president and general manager, are 
situated, making his investigations of 
crop conditions and his estimates of 
this year’s shipment. After a short stay 
in Connecticut he will return to superin- 
tend the shipment of his crop. In speak- 
ing about peach conditions, he added: 

Much Depends on Weather. 

“The weather conditions of the next 
few weeks will mean much. If we 
should have good hot weather from now 
until the 10th of July, & would mean an 
addition of from haif a million to a mil- 
ion dollars to the Georgia growers. It 
is difficult to estimate the crop when, 
as is the case this year, the trees are 
tremenodusly vigorous and the fru 
enormously large. With the: fruit espe- 
cially large, there is a greater possibili- 
ty of loss should the conditions a little 
later on be unfavorable. We have in 
our orchard 250,000 trees. In making 
the preparations for the handling of the 
crop we make three separate estimates, 
checking against one amother. One of 
these is made by our superintendent, one 
by our foreman and one by myself. Our 
experience has been that we have gotten 
remarkably accurate results in our fore- 
casts. Now last year we shipped 200 
cars; this year we expect to ship 130 
cars, about 60 per cent of last year. I 
have gone carefully over other orchards 
in the middle Georgia territory and find 
that while some will show as high as 75 
per cent of last year’s crop, others will 
have but 25 per cent. Because of this 
disparity and of the uncertainty ewing to 
the size of the fruit and the possibility 
of unfavorable weather conditions, I be-y 
lieve am estimate of 50 per cent @ con- 
servative one. 


Market Conditions Highly Favorable. 

“The crop, as I have said, will in aH 
probability net more money than that of 
last year. This year the market condi- 
tions are better and there is less corr- 
petition from other territorien i will 
be easier to place the crop in markets 
where there is a strong demand. I be- 
lieve that iast year something like 2,000 
cars brought little more than enough 
profit to represent the labor cost to the 
grower; that is, while this portion of 
the crop brought money returns, t 
brought no real profit. I feel sure thie 
year’s crop will bring large profits to the 
growers, because the demand will be 
very heavy, and the growers wil] practic- 
ally be able to demand their own prices. 
They can place their crop where ft will 
bring the best returns. which is the es- 
sential thing.’’ 

Mr. Hale is one of the men of large 
experience who believes only harm can 
come to the fruit industry from any- 
thing that would result in disturbing the 
present methods of shipment. ‘“‘We are 
thoroughly satisfied,”’ said he. ‘that the 
refrigerator car lines doing business in 
this territory have been most important 
factors in the development of this great 
industry in Georgia, and that they are 
operated to the best interests of the 
shippers. It is some times complained 
that the service is egpensive. That may 
be true, but business men are willing 
to pay a special price for a special serv- 
ice when it opens the way to them for 
big profits. The service is of an ex- 
pensive oharacter, the charges are heavy 
because the possibility of losses to the 
car companies is large.. A service of this 
kind can not, in my opinion, be fairly 
conipared with an ordinary freight serv- 
ice with its delays; certainly the shipper 
of perishable fruit demands a service in 
every way superior to that demanded by 
the shipper of coal or non-perishable 
commodities, and he ig willing to pay 
for it. 

“Any legislation calculated to put the 
refrigerator car companies out of busi- 
ness, or involving that possibilitv in 
even the remotest degree, would be 
dangerous. No proposition that I have 
ever heard contains assurance of such 
good service or of lower rates to the 
shipper. 

“Business men, and the fruit crop of 
, Georgia is In the hands of business men, 
do not view with equanimity the possible 
disturbance of the present car situation. 
Yellow writers for yellow magazines, 
which these days are more yellow than 
most of the newspapers put in that class, 
have endeavored to create thé impres- 
sion that the private cars are an oppres- 
sive monopoly operated to the detriment 
of the shippers. No man who has busi- 
néss relations with those companies, no 
man whose business is dependent upon 
proper facilities as are ours Was any pa- 
tience with that sort of talk. 


Experience of the Georgia Growers. 
“You hear much about ‘exclusive’ con- 
tracts, as if they were an evil. We are 
convinced by experience that the ar- 
rangement by which a railroad handles 
the refrigerator care of some one ¢om- 
pany and in return Is able to 
to the shippers all the cars 


as prevailed before such contracts 
made. That is all there ts to the exclu-
